THE LAW COURTS.

After a recess of ten days, which was necessi- 
tated by the disturbances in Dublin, and by the 
dislocation of railway traflic in the country, the 
judges of the High Court of Justice in Southern 
trofand reassembled at the King's Inns yester- 
day. There was a little more than the usual 
business at the “ offices ’’ of the several Courts 
owing to the stoppage of the previous week, for 
solicitors were busy getting their cases in order. 

In the jury lists there was a large number of 
Justice Pim and Mr. Justice 
Gordon sat specially to hear applications in 
reference to the fixing of an approximate day 
for the trials before special and common juries. 

Counsel put forward various reasons in sup- 
port of their applications for adjournment, and 
one of the reasons most frequently mentioned 
was that the parties to the cases who lived in 
the country could not be communicated with 
owing. to the stoppage of postal and railway. 
work. Others, it was said, had disappeared, no 
one knew where; and the Court was informed 
that witnesses who reside in England were 
afraid just now to come to Ireland. Quite a 
number of cases were set down for trial next 
week, and a commencement will be made to- 
morrow with the special jury case of Margaret 
McGuinness v. Michael Kelly, which is an action 
for breach of promise. The parties reside near 
Kells, Co. Meath. 

In the two Chancery Courts similar applica- 
tions for adjournment were made. In one case 
in the Rolls Court the reason given was that 
the office of the solicitor for one of the parties 
had been destroyed by last week's fire in Sack- 
ville street, and that the dotuments had 
perished. There was some hope, however, that 
the solicitor on the other side would supply a 
copy. 

Mr. Justice Samuels, sitting for Mr. Justice 
Powell, directed that the case of Whitmore v. 
Whitmore, from the Count? Wexford, the hear- 
ing of which had begun on June 28th, should be 
put in the list for Thursday.
